AMONG TIIE ENGLISH SOL'JIEnS. 


Jn the early part of tho Crimean war thoro 
as great sufTcring and death among tho 
uglish soldiers from the rigora of the cli- 


mate, insufficient care and cholera. Thosecre- 
.ary oC war knew of but ono person who could 
jriiig comfort to those fur away hospitals, 
und that person was Miss Nightingale, But, 


was in frail health, sick and refined, and 


t was doubtful if sho would go thousands of 
niles away from homo to live in feverish 
•vards where there wero only men. 


The saruo day OR which tho secretory risked 


ict* if for tho itOku of England sho would goto 
Turkey, sho had written him, offering her sor- 
ices. The whole country was delighted. 
Vheji sho and her band of nurses jessed 
hrough Franco, hotel keepers would tnUo no 
>ay for their accoinmodation, and tho flshor- 
t'onien at Boulogne struggled for the honor 
>C earrj'ing their baggage. 


\\"hon thoy reached tho great Barrack hos- 


pital, at Sentari, they found -1,000 men lying 
o closo together on mattresses that a pei-son 
could scarcnly niako hLs way bet\voeh tlicin. 
Her coming did not meet tho approval of 
military or medical officials at first, "but she 
soon won her way by her tact and good senso. 
Tho soldiure often wept, as for tho first time 
in months, oven years, a woman's hand ad- 
justed their pillows and a woman's voice 
soothed thoir sorrows. 


A,s soon as tho wounded wero attended to, 


sho established an invalid kitchen, where up- 
potizing food could bo prepared. TTcroslio 
overlooked tho cooking for SIX) mcn,who could 
not oat ordinary food. Then sho ojxmed a 
lauudry. Tho beds and sheets of tho men 
wero in a fdthy condition, some wearing tho 
ragged clothing in which thoy wero brought 
down from tbo Crimea. 


She aided tho senior chaplain in cstnblish- 


lishmp a library and School room and in get- 
ting up evening lectures for tho men. fciho 
supplied books and games, wrote letters for 
tho sick, and forwarded their littlo savings to 
their home friends. 


DID A WONDERFUL WORK. ' 


For a year and a half, till the close of the 


war, sho did a wonderful vork, reducing tho 
death rate in the Barrack hospital from GO 
per cent, to a Littlo abovo 1 per cent. Said 
Tho London Tunes correspondent: "Wbcr- 
ovor there Ls disease, in its most dangerous 
form, nnd tho hand of tho despoiler distress- 
ingly nigh, thero is that incomparable woman 
suro to be sceu. Her benignant presence is an 
influence for good comfort, even amid tho 
struggles of expiring nature. She is a minis- 
tering angel without any exaggeration, in 
these hospitals, and as her slender form glides 
quiotly along oach corridor, every poor fel- 
low's face softens with gratitude at tho sight 
of her. When all tho medical oflicors havo 
retired for tho night, and silence and dark- 
ness have settled down upon these miles oi 
prostrate sick, sho may be observed, alono, 
with a little lamp in her hand, making iior 
solitary rounds." 


Finally this war came to aiiend. London 


was preparing to give Miss Nightingale a 
royal welcome-, when, lo! she took pnssago by 
design on a French steamer, and reached Lea 
Hurst August 15, 1850, unbeknown to any 
ono. There was a murmur of disappointment 
at fu-st, but tho people- could only honor all 
tho moro tho woman who wished no blara of 
trumpets for her humane acts. 


Queen Victoria sent for her to visit nor at 


Balmoral, and presented her with a valuable 
jewel; a ruby, rod enamel cross on a whito
